~ Among the standing topics to which the attention of our philanthropists bed, 
continually to be directed, there is fone more harassing than the state of the 


atate of the dwellings of many of the Jewish poor. Those of our readers who 
may have had any personal experience of these so-called homes, will bave been 


taught, by nose and eye, the terrible want of cleanliness and comfort in the 
It is scarcely necessary to point out | 


poorest houses of the “Jewish quarter.” 
how sad such a state of things is considered from points of view more serious 


than the ssthetic one. These overcrowded, filthy, ill-ventilated hovels are simply 


hot-houses for the mobt virulent form of contagious disease. The modera descen- 
dants of the Plague—cholera, typhus and small- pox—perpetually haunt their 
precincts. iMfelically they are pernicious; morally they are injurious. How 


ema high tone either of manners or feelings be expected from one bred up 


amid such uncleanliness and total disregard of all the little elegances of life that 
are open to observance hy the poor as much as by the rich ? And this very 
unhealthiness tends to produce sickly minds, wanting in the man!y independence 
fostered by bracing air. 1t isin houses such as theso that the Board of Guardians 
finds most of its clients, and it may fairly be said that it is mainly because they 
are in houses such as these that they do become its a'ients. To a poor working. 
man, who lives from hand to mouth, and never has more money than will pay 
for his week's food and lodging, an illness means a plunge into debt and a 


necesity of borrowing. By improving the sanitary arrangements of the Jewish ~ 


poor, the Board of Guardians will be directly applying funds for the relief of 
poverty, and it has in the past recognized this principle in its policy. Little 
practical good has however been effected in this direction. ‘ Pottering ” does 
no good in cases of this kind; what is needed is systematic and uniform 
action. Demolition has done bat little good; it bas only ended in crowdiog 
still more fatally the remaining tenements. Miss Octavia Hill's plan ot buyirg. 
up houses and refusing to let the cellars has been efficacious in many ways, but 
it has, again, the fatal disadvantage of overcrowding the remaiaing rooms avail- 


able. Still if these plans of demulition and of refusing to let cellars be carried 


on energetically and systematically, much might be done to check the evil. We 


do not know if the ‘Board of Guardians has thought of the principle of 


refusing to assist anyone whose lodgings are not approved bycthe visitor of the 
Board. A somewhat similar restriction has been effected in restricting imai- 
gration. This might have some influence in inducing Jewish working-men to 


~ choose, in the first instance, a somewhat better class of lodgings and by being 


Tr: sndered, thue, less liable to sickness, to need the assistance of the Board less 
frequently. .Certeinly the state of many of the dwellings of the Jewish poor 


is a cryiug scandal which calls for active intervention on the part of all those 


who have the interests of English Judaism at heart.

THE STUDY OF HEBREW. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.’ 


Sir,—In a Note of the Week in last Friday’s issue of the Jewish Chronicle you 
exprees surprise at the generalignorance of the Hebrew language amongst. English 
Jews. Thatignorancecan easily be accounted for by the unintelligent way in which 
children are usually tanght the language. It would appear that teachers of Hebrew 
consider it impossible, or, perhaps, profane to teach the holy language in the 
same manner as other languages are taught. Ihave been told by the professor 
of Hebrew. under whom I studied, who is one of the few who know how to 
teach it, that when a boy he once asked the Rabbi, his master, the meaning of 
the word NX, In reply to which the Rabbi gave him a box of the ear, exclaiming 
" What! you want to know grammar? Do you want to be a 3)WD (apostate) 

Although etudents at the present time might not receive the same kind of 
treatment in reply to similar enquiries, it is atill certain that only in a very 
sminall minority of cases would intelligent questions in Hebrew grammar be 
intelligently answered by teachers. Moreover, the only books dealing with the 
subject are of a ponderous nature, costly, and difficult of access, or else 80 
superficial as to be practically useless, In studying Hebrew myself I sought 
for works dealing with the construction of the language, but found none to any 
purpose except the ponderous volumes just mentioned. The want of a more 


compendious and practical work on the subject became painfully evident to_ 


me, as, doubtless, to other students, aud this want my brother and I have 
endeavoured to supply by a book which is shorily to be published. 

If Hebrew is to be understood it must be learned in a similar manner to 
other languages, and those most fitted to form an opinion will undoubtedly 
agree with you, that the instruction of Jewish children , a8 at present generally 
conducted, is little mere than a waste of time.

An official account of iho disturbances which took place yesterday at Siotdin 
states that about seven o'clock in the evening groups of persons asseinbled in the 
street. Owing to the traflic being completely interrupted and to the disturbance 
created by whistling and the cries against the Jews, the police were obliged to 
interfere, and dispersed the people with drawn sw ords, but were received with 
volleys of bottles and stones. The municipal fire brigade rendered commendable 
assistance to the police. On order being restored, the military patrolled the town 
in order to prevent any further disturbances. Previous to the riots rumours were 
circulated that it was intended to destroy the property of the Jewish ibhabitants. 
No loss was, however, suffered by the Jews during the disturbance. Nineteen 


persons were arrested on tho 15: th, and twenty-nine on the loth, for having taken 
part in the riots. | 


The Berlin correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says that “ since the 
Emperor William's return the provincial authorities have received orders to 
show greater eucrgyv in preventing the incitement of the populace to such 
diseraceful scenes as have been lately enacted in several Poneranian towns

To proceed to the serious consideration of Mr. Klein's letter, I cannot make out 


~ why he should have gone all the way from Belsize Park to Whitechapel—I will not 


say Middlesex Street—to discover London slums. He might have gone to Lisson 
Grove, or just at the back of Westminster Abbey, or the Seven Dials,-or the New 


Cut, and found out all the exaggerated horrors which he has cruelly endeavoured — 


to show belong peculiarly to Whitechapel, a quarter. in which a number of Jews 
resi¢e. Mr, Klein endeavours to wrap up his anti-Semitic passions in the followin 


mentioned charges which he prefers as belonging exceptionally to a low Sewhn 


quarter :—1, The public sale of intoxicating liquors during church hours; 2, the 
sale of articles which it cannot be doubted are stolen goods ; 3, the sale of. forged 
coin; 4, thesale of obscene literature and prints ; 5, the unrestricted use of brutal 
and indecent language; 6, unrestrained acts of brutal violence. He endeavours in 
a very subtle manner to connect all these charges with the Jews who keep an open 
Sunday market in the locality. Hoe asks, Shall not the Jews be amenable to the 
law? This is indeed a paradoxical question, when it is notorious that the Jews are 
a law-abiding race—a fact not only admitted by the English, with whom they are 
rapidly amalgamating, but by all foreign nations, and a striking feature of the 
history of the Jewish’ people. Mr. Klein, following up his reckless assertions, states 
that should a Christian in this locality open his shop on Saturday he is boycotted, This 
I maintain to be a base untruth, as nowhere is there tobe found such fellowship 
and friendshipas exists between the Jewish and Christian tradesmen of Whitechapel. 
and Spitalfields. Where Jews and Christians freely intermix they know each other's 
good qualities and little failings ; but Iam convinced that if the Christian inhabi- 
tants. whether they be rich or poor, be asked, they will answer that the Jews are 
the most valuable constituent part of their population, and very much liked. Such 
a thing as racial antagonism between Jews and Christians in the East End of London 
is a forgotten barbarism of the past, and will not be reintroduced by your unknown 
correspondent from Belsize Park, I am compelled, unwillingly, to answer your 
correspondent’s charges at length and consecutively :—1l. There are no public houses 


in Middlesex Street itself, but there are a few in some of the thoroughfares running | 


from it ; and as Middlesex Street is admittedly on Sunday morning a street market: 
which working-men and labourers frequent from distant parts of London, very 
possibly as travellers, they are served with beer during church hours, This is not 
against the law, and exists In all London suburbs. Often in the neighbourhood of 
Belsize Park ona Sunday morning have I scen tradesmen, working-men, and labourers 
trudging their three or fuur miles during church hours to get a glass of beer, lam not 
defending the intemperance of tradesmen, working-men or labourers, but they must 
not be wrongly culminated as law-breaking. 2. That the goods sold in the Sunday 
Jewish markets are stolen. I also maintain to be without the slightest proof, and an 
assertion made recklessly and impulsively. The neighbourhood of Middlesex Street 
towards the Bishopsgate side, has now been for over a century the headquarters of 
a most important branch of English industry, viz., the sale of what are called slop 
goods,and the rehabilitating and sale of old elothes. A very considerable capital 
is embarked in the trade, and some thousands of pounds are turned over every week. 
The working -mep. especially labonrers, knowing where the market exists, come to 
_it and buy the clothes, from a cap to a pair of boots, coat, shirt, trousers, and under- 
clothing. It will, perhaps be a surprise to Mr. Klein to be informed that the retail- 
ing is by no means altogether in the hands of tie Jews, but in a great measure has 
in late years, fallen in the hands of both wholesale and retail Christian firms. The 
Jews must, however, have the origional credit for showing how to diminish 
the ever increasing waste of English people. 3, The charge of public or 
private sale of forged coin (whatever that means) is unsupported by evidence, 
and as applicable to, Middlesex Street I shall treat with contempt as a mere 
outbreak of Mr. Klein's matignavt imagination.

surreptitiously sold in the market; butis this not an increasing vice in all the public 
thoroughfares of London however, requiring no more especial supervision in Middle- 
sex Stteet than in any other public thoroughfare?

Strong measures shave now ‘ony ey to suppress tho anti-Jewish distarb- 
ances in Pomerania. 


STETTIN Ava. 16. 
Disturbances broke out here last night, a body of 700 men ‘earealnd the 


streets, uttering cries against the Jews. The police interfered, and arrested forty 


of the Tingle aders. The town is at present almost denuded of troops owing to 


the marcuvres, and great anxicty prevails in consequence, ‘The damage caused | 


by. the rioters up to the present is of a trifling character. 
During the recent outbreak arainst the Jews in the small town of Schivel- 


bein, in Pommerania, damage was caused to tho extent of 150,000 marks, W hich 


sum will have to be covered ‘by the municipality. 


BE RUIN, AUG, 17. 

An. oflicial account of the cisturbances which took place yesterday at Stettin 
states that about seven o’clock in the evening groups of persons assembled in the 
strect. Owing to the traflic being completely interrupted and to the disturbance 
created by whistling and the cries against the Jews, the police were obliged to 
interfere, and dispersed the people with drawn swords, but were received with 
volleys of bottles and stones. The municipal fire brigade rendered commendable 
assistance tothe police. On order being restored, the military patrolled the town 
in order to prevent any further disturbances. Pro ‘vious to the riots rumours. were 
circulated that it was intcnd led to destroy the property of the Jewish ibhabitants. 
No loss was, however, suffered by the Jews during the disturbance, Nineteen 
persons were arrested on the 15th, and twenty-nine on the 16th, for having taken 
part in the rots. 


The Berlin correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says that ‘since the 
Emperor William's return the provincial authorities have received . orders to 
show greater encrgy in preventing the incitement of the populace to such 
disvracefal scenes as have been lately enacted in several Pomeranian 
avainst the Jewish inhabitants. These outbreaks of popular prejudice are bad 
enough when happening in Russia, but are quite unworthy of the German 
nation, and can only be accounted for partly in connection with the general 
discontent and the spirit of communism of the age and partly in relation to the 
approaching elections, The reactionary party is desirous to excite the lower 
o:ders against the Jows and the moderate Liberals, who have hitherto always 
acted in unison simply in order more easily to bring ultra-Conservative candi- 
dates into the Reichstag.” 

The Berlin correspondent of the Daily News telegraphed on Suntay: “ I 
hear that the Emperor has requested a special report on ‘tho Jewish parsec 
in Pomerania and West Prussia. Count Munschaugen, tho chief Prefect of 
Pomerania, is now visiting the towns and villages where disturbances are going 
on. A strong military detacthment has arrived at Schievelbein, where the dis- 
turbances have been most serious, T['resh troubles of this sort have commenced 
in Pullnow and Falckenberg.” 

_ The Berlin correspondent. of the Stan/ar/ says : “The German Government 
are at length aroused to the necessity of manifesting some amount of disap- 
probation at the outrages perpctrated in Pomerania by the anti-Semites, which 
have reduced certain portio: ‘8 Of that province to the condition of civil warfare. 
As long as court chaplains and university students claimed high patronage for 
their anti-Jewish agitations, to whieh in no smal! measure, the deeds of violence

But the German'Jew. at least as far as his political and civil rig! ta are concerned, 
is in every respect as the German Christian or German Freethinker Ha is not 
excluded from the liberal professions ; indeed, law and physic in the Fatherland team 
with practitioners of Israelitish origin, who supply an annually-inc reasing contingent 
of judges to the German bench, of professors to German universities, of officers to 
the national army, and of officials to the Imperial Civil Service. The German Jew 
only differs from his Christian fellow-countryman, asa rule, in virtue of his superior 
intelligence, industry, and thrift. The present Emperor bas, upon more than one 
‘occasion, conspicuously signified the high estimation in which he has held eminent 
Hebrews by conferring upon them the paramount honour in his gift—hereditary 
nobility. In every department of the State Jews are to be found holding their.own — 
with distinction against Christian competition. ‘Two gentlemen of Hebrew birth—_ 
both of them Prussian nobles to boot—have attained high rank in Prussian diplo- 
macy. The leading. financiers, manufacturers, orators, journalists of Germany are 
Jews by descent, if not invariably by religion. Noshortcoming in valour or patriotism 
can be with the least show of justice attributed to Israelites of German nationality. 
When honorific rewards were distributed by the venerable Kaiser to his victorious 
armies at the conclusion of the Franco-German war, Jewish officers and soldiers 
were found to have earned more than their full share of Iron Crosses, taking into 
cons'deration the numerical proportion they bore towards their Christian fellow- 
warriors. In every conceivable manner, in short, the Prussian Jews have proved 


- themselves worthy of the complete emancipation from petty and vexatious disabili- 


ties which was granted to them by a just and enlightened monarch. They have 
deserved well of their country ; and the attempts made by.a few narrow-minded 


_ bigots to stir up vulgar passions against them are not only ludicrously out of keeping 


with the spirit of the age we live in, but directly at odds with the elementary teach- 
ings of the creed professed by those silly and culpable persons who have hitherto |

intense personality of the late Lord Bsaconsrieup was so marked, that his — 


views entirely dominated the political party which he led. He became 
identified with the Tory party, and the Tory party was credited with all his 


qualittes and with all his views. He was undonbted!y proul of his Jewish 


descent, and that pride was met by Jews with affectionate admiration. By 


. this means the Jews were identitied with Lord Beaconsrietp and he with 


the Tories, so that the connecting link was dropped ont of sight and the 
Jews became identitied with the Conservative party. Mr. Goupwin Suita’s 
attack on the Jews was entirely based on this assumption, and was 
undoubtedly intended as an electioneering “move” against the late Premier. 
It is almost unnecessary to point out the illogical character of this reasoning 


The tact that Jews all admired Lord Braconsrixip by no means implied 


that they all shared his political opinions. Indeed, the universal grief at 
his death showed that their admiration was sharel by men of all shades of 
party throughout England. | 

But, notwithstanding the illusory character of the arguments on which 
it is founded, there is no doabt that there is a prevalent opinion that a'l 
Jews are Tories. This is so far true that there are many Tory Jews nowadays, 
that, e.7., most City’? Jews are Conservative, but we contend that their 
Judaism has had nothing to do with it. In the provinces by far the greater 
average of Jews are Liberals, and the Radical journalists might have taken

General Count Ignaticff is reported to have declared that the Jews are

existing difficulties. ‘The Jocal authorities would, however, give facilities to the 
Jews concerning residence, and their movements from place to place, until such 
time as the Government would be able to deal finally with the question. 
We have received further details with regard to the outrages at Pereslov. 
On the 12th July an attack of the Russians on the Jews took place. At five 
o'clock there arose a low sound in the neighbourhood of the market which grew 
into aroar; it was the prelude of the struggle. The Jews closed their shops 
and fled to their homes. The Russians soon followed, and the crowd commenced 
to break the windows and force the doors. The first house which underwent 
this devastation was that of the family of Kanower, in the market place ; in 
two seconds there was not an unbroken window in the kouse. The rage of 
the mob bad been kindled against this.house by a report that one of the Kanowers 
bad fired his revolver twice into the crowd. While one portion of the crowd 
demolished the héuse of the Kanowers, another entered into a fierce fig it with 
he Jewish drosky drivers. ‘(he shafts were torn Off the carriages and used as 
weapons against the drivers, but fortunately the arrival of the police interrupte 1 
the combatants.

About six o’clock when the soldiers 
assembled for further orders inthe market place, after having succesded in 
quelling the riot for atime, some of the crowd seized the opportunity to. attack 
the house of a certain Fostowski and commenced to break the windows. Fus- 
towski and his friends replied by throwing stones from his balcony; this 
aroused the fury of the assailants, and they continued. their work of destrac- 
tion tillthe soldiers arrived. The crowd then dispersed once more, and the 
troops pursued them into a neighhouring streat. No sOONAr, however, had the 
latter than tho destruction of Fostowski’s house was resumed aud 
was continued till the arrival of the police, At ten o’clock order reigued once 


~more but only for a brief interval, fur the same night the crowd put the 


finishing stroke to its work of destruction in the town and its suburbs. They 
were not content with destroying the exteriors; they forced their way inside 
and destroyed all that camo into their possession. At the beginning the rich 
Jews were the chief subjects of attack and pillage, but later on no distinction 
was nade, ‘To-day (13th July) all the Jewish shops are closed ; no Jews ara 
visthle in the streets ; patrols are stationed at all pvints, yet the work of des- 
suction continues in the suburbs. As far as one can judge by the conversation 
of the crowd, the motive of the outbreak is purely economical and not reli- 
gicus. Many assist without taking an active part ; they urge on the active 
workers by saying, ‘‘ Well done ; serve the Jews night; thanks to them, we 
shall die of hunger; we cannot buy bread because the Jews have bought up all 

Another account adds: The populace commenced by sacking some

THE JEWS IN TUNIS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | | 
TUNIS, AVGUAT 9. 1881, 
~The eycs of Europe are at present turned towards Tunis. Politicians, 
financiers, military men, and speculators, all from their eeveral points of view, 
are studying the condition of this regency, until recently almost forgotten, and 
which has of late caused so much ink to be spilt, mingled, alas! with human 
blood. As a Jewish organ, you no doubt deem it your duty to your readers to 
make them acquainted with the material and moral situation of our 80,00 
coreligionists in Tunis, with the progress which they have made daring a 
century, with their institutions, and with the improvements which the new 
régime has introduced among them. I propose likewise to refer to the share 
which the Jews took in recent eveats, a share often important, sometimes highly 
honourable, and most often above criticism. 
Jews are to be found in every town of the regency with the exception of 
Kairouan. It issaid that a flourishing community formerly existed iv that town, 


and quite recently a letter was published (by M. B. Goldberg, of Mayence) . 


which the celebrated Rabbi Sherira Gaon wrote to the Rabbins of that com- 
munity. Nowadays, as, indeed, for a long time past, Jews are not adin'tted 
there. With this exception, the whole of the regency Is open to them, and the 
list of Jewish communities inscribed on the rabbinical registers contains 73 
names. ‘The most important and numerous is that of the city of Tunis, which 
numbers nearly 45,000 souls. It is divided into two sections, one of which, the 
most numercus, has been settled in the country upwards of $00 years, whilst the 
other, consisting of nearly 4,000 souls, is formed from the descendants of the 
exiles from Spain. Each of these sections has its own administration, its own 
Rabbis, and even a separate cemetery. Afier that of Tunis the most important 
community is thatin the island of Djerba, also very ancient (Maimonides speaks 


of itin one of his letters), and comprising a population of 6,000. Then come 


those of Sfax, Susa, Mehadia, Monastir, Mocanin, Beja, Kef, Gabcs, Nafta, &e., 
all of them administered ,under the control of that in Tunis, which exercises 
supreme jurisdiction over them. 

The community is administered by a Caid, appointed by the Government of 
the Bey, who most freyuently is his own treasurer, The Caid has the suprewe 
administration of the community, he is at the head of the hierarchy, and even 


takes precedence over the Grand Rabbi. He appoints the administrators of. 


every kind, suggests to the Bey the names of suitable persons for the post of 


Dayan, these being likewise appointed by the Bey, and he presides by virtue of — 


his office over the Beth Din. Every document in order to be valid must either 


bear his signature or contain a statement of the Scribes that it had been — 


approved by him.

FOREIGN JEWISH JOURNALS. 
[FIRST ARTICLE. 
Looking at the enormous growth and powor of the Press as an instrument 


of civilization, it may perhaps not be devoid of interest to give in the following 
lines a summary of Jewish periodical literature, a subject which, so far as we are 


aware, has not yet received that amountof attention which it undoubtedly deserves: 


from more than one point of view. Jewish journalism, as compared to the Press 
gonerally, is but of recent existence, and its beginnings were anything but 
promising, Amongst the first periodical publications for Jews we find a paper 
started in Munich in 1821 under the title Der Biblische Orient, in which subjects 
of biblical antiquity and history were chiefly treated, but which died out very 
.800n for want of proper support. In 1833, the celebrated Gabriel Riesser pub- 
lished a small sheet in 4to. entitled Der Jude, which he was. obliged to print in 
Altona, then still belonging to Denmark, but only a stone’s throw from [Ham- 
barg (whence the name, signifying in platt-Deutsch, “All too near”). No doubt 
the Hamburg civic authorities were afraid of bringing the displeasure of the 


German Diet down upon them by allowing a paper to appear in their city, whose | 


object it was to advocate the emancipation of the Jews, But Riesser pursued 
his noble aim fearless!y and courageously, and although the cause for which-he 
fought with uncéasing energy was only triumphant after his death, his name 
has become for ever associated with the cause of emancipation. In 1855, this 
paper began to appear in the shape of a magazine at irregular intervals, and 
not before 1846 was it published at Hamburg as a weekly paper under the title 
Der Jude in Deutschland’s. Gegenwart. In 1835 a monthly review, Sulamith, 
-came out at Dessau, famous as the birthplace of Moses Mendelssohn, which was 
continued for about ten years, and in 1838 another short-lived monthly serial 
was brought out at Wiiraburg under the title Die Synagoge. The Al/gemeine 
Zeitung des Judenthums, vow in its forty-fourth year of publication, dates from 
1836, and appears in Leipzic under the editorship of Dr. Philippson of Bonn; this 
is one of the most influential Jewish organs, and is conducted with great 
ability. In 1839, Abraham Geiger, famous as a great Ilebrew scholar, and 
much hated for his reforming spirit, undertook at Breslau tha publication of 
The Scientific Review for Jewish Theology, which -he continued fer a-con- 
siderable number of years, and which is an invaluable repository of biblical and 
rabbinical erudition. The Review fur -the Religious Interests of Judaism, No. 1 
of which periodical appeared in June 1843, was brought out by Dr. Z. frankel, 
Chief Rabbi of Dresden, but discontinued after a few years. The Jsraelitische 
Annalen were published in Frankfort-on-the-Maine by Dr. I. M. Jost, from 1841 
to 1842, and the Zsraelit des XIX Jahrhunderts about the same time by Dr. A. 
Hess, director of the Philunthropin of that city. The three last-named periodicals 


advocated reforms in Judaism, whilst the Zrewe Zion's Wiichter, published — 
during the same period by Dr. Enoch of.

| Passing now on to Austria-Hungary, where the Jewish population numbers 
1,575,000, we find the following Jewish publications in the German language : 
Szegedin (Hungary), Ben Chananja, a weekly paper that lived for ten years, 
from 1858 to 1867; Vienna, AMfittheilungen, 1856; Die Neuzeit, published in 
Vienna by Herr 8. ¢zinto since 1861; Der TIsraelit, Lemberg (Galicia), now in 
its twelfth year, bi-monthly, organ of the association ‘‘Schomer Israel.” In 1865 
a monthly paper was bronght out in Vienna, called Jdlustrated Monthly Revievo 
for the general interests of Judaism, very earefully got up, and adorned with 
numerous illustrations, closely resembling in type and appearance Westermann’s 
Monatsshefle ; it was one of the most interesting works of its kind, In the same 
year came out in Vienna the Deborah, three times a month, that lived only for 
two years. The Congress-Zeitung appeared at Budapest in 1869, during tho 
time the Rabbis’ Congress was assembled there. Inthe same town were pub- 
lished Reyorm in 1869, Das Traditionnelle Judenthum in 1870, Die Palme and 
the Ungarisch-Jiidische Wochenschrift both in 1871. Die Wahrheit appeared in 
Prague in 1871, and the Wecht /srael’s in Kaschaa in 1873, a year later the 
Jiidische Gemeinde-und Schulzeitung in Budapest. Der Ungarische Israelit, 
published in the same town by Dr. Ignaz W. Bak, is now in its seventh year of 
existence. Presburg boasts a weekly paper under the title Judisches Welthlatt, 
which supplies leadrng articles, a general summary of events, news of the day, 
latest occurrences, novels ,;commercial and financial intelligence, &c, Its readers 
need not complain of variety of matter. In April, 1880, Sacher-Masoch, the well- 
known romancer, published the first number of a weekly paper, whose object it 
is to defend the Jews against the attacks of Treitschke, Istoczy, and Co, 
B sides these papers in the German language there were the Corriere [sraelitico, 


_ published at Trieste twice a month, from 1862, in Italian ; the Magyar Seido 


(Ilungarian Jew), with a German supplement, and the Jzraelita Koaliny (Jewish

As there are a great many Jows, particularly in Ilungary, Poland, Galicia, 
the Bukowina, &c., speaking German without being able to read it, it became 
necessary, in order to draw them within the circle of newspaper-readers, to print 
papers for circulation amongst them in Hebrew characters, which are familiar to 


them, and in the so-called Jiidisch-Deutsch, or Judwo-German jargon, a dialect 


chiefly composed of corrupt German and strongly intermixed with Lebre v 


idioms. In this dialect thore have appeared the following papers, several of - 
which are still in existence: Vienna, Wiener Israelit, Jiidischer Kikeriki (a kind

heart trembled with anxiety as to the issue, the condition of their forlorn and suffer- 


ing brethren in Southern Russia, a condition which became every day more cruel, 


go that one could scarcely forbear not only from expressing the strongest condemna- 
~ tion of the barbarous deeds of a barbarous peasantry, but also from asking where 


now was that incisive tongue and that ceaseless pen which appealed to Europe and 
to mankind on the occasion of the Bulgarian horrors. The great voice and pen were 


- gilent, and even in this great country famed for its civil and religious liberty, the 3 
~ replies in Parliament, in answer to anxious enquiries, were delivered ‘\ with bated , 


breath and whispered humbleness ’’—* We wait to be informed’! What, he asked, 
had they been doing—why had they been hunted throughout the world, as the wild 
wolf hunts the lamb? Many ages ago their forefather Abraham went out singly 
against the nations of the earth to instruct and civilize them. Wherever Abraham 
went he was disliked. Why? Because he was prosperous. Why was he prosperous ’ 
Because he possessed those characteristics which had made Jews famous in the 
world. He was sober, he was intelligent, he was industrious. Their fathers after 
him went down to Egypt, a land famous in the world as the queen of civilization. 


Egypt had been saved by the brilliant intelligence and common sense of a Jew | 


(Jews were famed for their common sense), and Joseph, sensible man as he was, had 
introduced the spirit of commerce into Egypt. But when, in the course of time, the 
Jews began to grow powerful, the Liryptians attempted to crush them. and how did 
they succeed |, Jews were peculiar people ; they took a large amount of crushing, 
True, they forgot themselves when they were wel! off, they played some foolish tricks, 
they were so fond of dress, they were so paltry in many things. when they were 
blessed they forgot by whom—‘hey had many little faults, but they had many 
immense virtues. They were hard to crush, and that race must be a brave one 
which for four thousand years had stood the united force of mankind against them. 
In spite of it all, wherever they had been in the whole world they had been success- 
ful, and that success was to be attributed in a great degree to their national charac- 
teristics. Asarule, they were sober (anda man who was not sober forgot what he 
was doing altogether), they were provident, they were industrious—as a whole. they 
were the most wondrous people that the world had ever shown. Egypt, Persia, 


‘ . Babylon, Greece, Rome, Spain, and now -Imperial Russia, Deistical Germany. 


and Republican America, all these had tried their hands to snuff them out. Where 
now was Egypt? Her weakness was her strength. Where was Babylon? Wiped 


off the face of the earth ; they knew not its site. Where was Greece’ Look. now, 
at her degradation. She who gave the most brilliant literature to the world and 
taught mankind philosophy, now down upon her knees asking Europe for a sop. 
Where was Rome’ Rome existed only on the superstition of mankind. Where was 
Spain—Spain that gave laws to the world? Spain, a beggar. Where was Russia’? 
Her monarchs were afraid of the people; the people were degraded and demoralised. 
Where were the Jews’ Allover the world. Great, mighty, civilised. The world 
might just as well attempt to stop the planets as to arrest the progress of the Jews. 


They lived defiantly—six millions, numerically—as great as when they were in their 


own land, ‘This was their splendid career, What, then, were their faults? They 
were too loud in the world. ‘Jews were, naturally, of course, an Eastern people, and 
were fond of show, But vulgarity and ostentation were offensive, and could not be 
excused, Having observed that a prominent fault in Jews was that they discouraged 
one another, the preacher referred to the necessity of giving their children a reli- 
gious education, and strongly condemned the practice of marrying out of their race:

Mr. Davis will not, however, allow that they came to 
England before the conquest. ‘hey came originally, he tells us, from Rouen, 
being favoured by William the Norman, who assigned them the larger towns 


such as London, York, Lincoln, and Winchester. In these towns they generally — 
resided near the king’s royal castles, and were known as “ Judei nostri,’ being 
placed under the jurisdiction of the constables of the respective castles. The 


object thus served was two-fold. They were protected by the constables from 


_ Christian malice, they were taxed separately, and the king kaew exactly the 
amount of their wealth. But they managed to spread wherever money was to _ 
be made, Nearly every town contained them, although they were registered as 
- inhabitants of the nearest royal city. Norwich in Norfolk, and Ipswich. and 

Bungay in Suffolk were populous Jewish localities. The last-mentioned place -

Aaron of Lincoln, was what 
was called a Nodiv or prince. These Nodivs undertook to protect their poorer 
brethren from oppression, they paid talliage for them, dowered poor Jewish 
maidens, employed indigent scribes to write scrolls of the Pentatench, and 


were the Maecenases of their age. Mr. Davis adds very truly, “ If these men 


laboured hard to amass riches, we must at least give them credit for being 
lavish and judicious in their charitable dealings, and for allaying much misery 
wrétchedness and destitution by means of their open-handed liberality.” Aaron 
of Lincoln besides holding considerable real property within the bail in | 
Lincoln, possessed a house in Lothbury, London, near Wallbrook. The Jews of 
Lincoln suffered at different times, like their brethren in other places, from the 
rapacity of the barons and their Christian neighbours generally. Bishop Hugh | 
of Lincoln deserves mention in connection with this matter, for having power. 
fully befriended them. The coincidence between this bishop’s name and that 
of the canonized youth who was a source of so much trouble to the Jews ig 
almost unfortunate, inasmuch as it might possibly lead to confusion in the 
minds of many between the two personages. The Norman and Plantagenet 


_kings were frequently very liberal towards their favourites with the property 


and outstanding debts of their Jewish subjects. Thas, to cite one of numerous 
instances, one John de Russ+l was respited by the Crown of his liability to 
Aaton of Lincoln, in consideration of his having paid six marks to the treasury, 
When Aaron of Lincoln died; sone of his property escheated to the Crown, | 
His honse:in Wal!brook was presented by King John to one Thomas de Neville, 
his clerk, In 1290 the Jews of Lincolu were not excluded from the fate 
which befell the rest of their brethren, and contributed no small contingent to 
16 511 wanderers, whom the cruel edict of Edward [. drove from the inhospitable 


shores of Englaad, to find a home or a grave elsewhere, 


GENESIS. 

Mr. E. Roller, an Officer of the French Academy, undertakes the invidious 
task of clearing up the difficulties which he assumes Genesis to present to the 
scientific mind, in a work which he ambitiously styles, ‘‘ Les Paroles Luminenuses 
sur les Problemes Difficiles du Livre de Moisy, au point de vue de la Logique.” 


Mr. Roller 3s the author of two works on which we have recently commented 


favourably—a critical Memoir on tne funeral inscription of Eshmenezer, King 
of Sidon’s Sarcophagus, and a Hebrew History of the Franco-Prussian War and 
Siege of Paris, in 1871. We do not know what Mr. Roller’s logical attainments 
are, but, if we are to judge from the work before us, they seem to be very 
sligit. Mr. Roller inveighs very bitterly against those who should dare to take 
the six days of creation spoken of in Scripture to signify six creative epochs, 
‘These men deceive you; they think only of troubling your repose, of alien- 
atiug you from your God, and of using against you the treacherous weapcns | 
devoted to your destraction. Their arguments are well kaown. There exist, 
they will tell you, in the depths of the earth, thousands of wild beasts, fishes, 
and other creatures, which earthquakes have plunged into the abyss, where 
they have been petrified, whose species are totally different from those now 
existing, whilst their actual condition proves them to have remained under the 
earth throughout outnumbered years, yet others being found, the débiis of 
animated beings, the forms of which evidence their origin as dating from ages 
far anterior to the epoch of biblical creation.” This is all very well. We 
should find no fault with it if Mr. Roller had anything better to off:r, or was 
even content to fall back on the traditional version of Scripture with 
which we have been familiar from our youth. But he stikes out a- 
new path. Relying on a quaint conceit of the Jewish sages that God — 
is ever destroying and reconstructing worlds, he renders the first three verses 
of Genesis in this way : “At the origin (that is to say long before the last 
creation of which Biblical History speaks), God had created the heavens and . 
the earth (the demonstrative the being used to designate a universe which i8 


already well known). And the earth was (not as we have always supposed, 


‘without form or void,’ but) overturned and ravaged after a certain epoch ; 


and darkness was on the face of the deep (for the sun and stars bad ceased to as 


shine). And the spirit of God (resolved to renew creation) moved upoa the 


| face of the waters (which had submerged the earth). And, with the creation 
of light commenced iu suecessive order the creation of the world ‘in which we 


live.” Mr. Koller’ further adduces passages from Job, Psalms, Isaiah and — 


_ Jeremiah (which, from their nature, must be highly imaginative) in support of 


his theory of world-formation, | 
_. Turning to a passage at random, we come upon an amusing piece of sophistry — 
in the Commentary on Genesis iii. 22, ‘ Lo, man has become as one of a8, ae 
know good and evil.” The Hebrew 121%, we must remark, may mean indiffer, — 
ently “of him” and “ of us.” Rejecting the notion that the Supreme should ae 
be figuratively described ae taking counsel with His aogels, Mr. Roller explains: — 
“Man has become like the one distinguished person wao will come forth from 


thee this day, life and the good, death and the evil.’’’ And this is av point ae 
vue de la logique!
